Paying Debts 



Every honest man pay* hi* honest debts; that is, if he ran. If 
he fail* thru inability, or worse, anme on* else pay* the debt, 
probably th.. one to whom the amount in due. If not he. then 
the security may be railed upon to pay. Some time a generous 
hearted individual volunteer* to meet the obligation Only one 
thin* is certain about debts, some me pay* them. 

National debt* are met thru taxes, direct or indirert, laid 
upon individuala sometimes by their consent, sometime* without. 
Since national debt* must be paid, taxes muat be imposed, and In- 
variably collected, except from such an evade assessment. Unfor- 
tunately thm latter class ia too 1 
claim loyal citixenship 

Some yearn ago our national debt win run up to 
by the who managed the affairs of our government. This debt 
must be paid. Half of it rould be canceled if our European Al- 
lioa would pay bark what we loaned them. Hut this is not done. 
It would appear that some of this amount may never be paid. 
Even the interest on this loan amounta to more than a million 
dollars a day. Were this paid, it would greatly reduce our own 
debt. But it ia not paid, and none of the principal Is being paid. 

To make this loan possible, many men, women, and children 
bought Liberty Honda. Since the national debt must be paid, and 
and the Interest <>n them are not paid, a Ui is levied, 
and directly, and the ritixens of our country, including 
who bought Liberty Bond*, pay the debt This would not 
be M bad were it not for the fart that some have no share in 
this, but to pay taxes, while it aeerriK to be the privilege of others 
to rake off big profits on money thus rai^e.'. The number of 
millionaires and of multi-millionaires has been greatly increased 
in thia way in recent years. 

Our loans to our Allies amounted to $10, 14 LINK) ,000. Neither 
pnnripaf nor inferest are being paid Our own debt ia more than 
double this amount, and interest on this must be paid. The own- 
era of Liberty Bonds as well aa others help to pay this interest. 
Hence, sim e our debtor nations are not making any payments, the 
taxpayers of the United Slates are obliged to meet thia also. 

To make matt its worse, while we are paying thru taxation the 
interest on our national debt and on our loans our debtors, Eng- 
land and Kranre, are making loans to South American nations arid 
putting up millions to promote their foreign trade. In this way 
our own trade development with South America is hampered, and 




To relieve the situation somewhat Secretary Mellon 
rightly asks powers of Congress to negotiate with the Allies for 
the conversion of the large lump sums due us from our Euro- 
pean allies into negotiable securiti.-i. In Mm way I'nclc Sam 
could unload some of his burdens on his sons, the private citixens 
who may invest in such securities This w.aild help Uncle Sam, 
make it easier for the Allies who owe us large sums, and d»ubt- 
t»c ta» the advantage of investors. — H

Then if we might have a United States of China and Japan 
and a few «f their lesser km. it might be timely to talk about a 
United SUtes of the World. 

Or 1* there a limit beyond which one cannot go? There i* 
a limit to a man'* life, to the size and speed of an engine, to the 
length of a bridge, and apparently to the size of a city and a 
nation.
